The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention 
claims decor paper having a specific composition and properties and the floor laminate 
comprising such paper. The closest prior art references that relate to the claimed invention are 
USP'474, '503, '039 andDE'046, '632, '461, '181 cited in international search report. The 
closest prior art references teach that it is known in the art to make and use decor paper 
comprising conductive particles. However, the closest prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
decor paper having the claimed composition, structure and properties.
